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Early History of Rutland 

Rutland, the Beat of Rutland Comity is localed on Otter 
Creek, in an ampiiheater of mountain*— Killinglnn, Shrewsbury 
ami 1'ieo on the cast and north, ami HerrieU ami Biniseye. in the 
Taconie Range on the west. Rutland County provided invaluable 
opportunities for its early settlers, because of ;t wealth of lumher, 

land, minerals and waterpower, plus its aecessibflity to Boston. 

New York, and Montreal. 

The Charter of Rutland was one of sixty issued in 17C1 by 
Covernor Meuning Went world of New Hampshire. The Ih-m 
grantee was John Murray, a prominent citizen of Rutland, 
Massachusetts, who probably named the township. 

tp 1709, Colonel .lames Mead bought about 7.0(M) acre- of 
land for UK) pounds (approximately six cents an acre) from 
Nathan Stone of Windsor, and sold' half to Charles Million of 
Clarendon. In Starch, 1770, Colonel Mead moved here from 
Manchester, Vermont, and settled near the falls in Center 
Rutland. The first meeting of landowners in Rutland was held in 
October, 1773. By 1774 there were 35 families, a log meeting 
house, and a Congregational Church located at Center Rutland, 

About the beginning of the Revolutionary War, fori Picket 
was built on North Main Street, near the corner of Tcrrill Street. 
Its name was later changed to Fort Rutland. In March. 177s, 
Rutland was made the headquarters for the Stale Troops, and i be 
same year Fori Ranger was erected in Center Rutland. 

In 177o, the old Stale House was erected on Wot Street, 
near the present Armory. It was here that the lirst D*. 8. District 
Court in Vermont convened in 1791 and the State legislature met 
in 17*4 and 17S(i. A log jail was built near the Court House. 

In 1787. I he town was divided into two parishes. Fast and 
West; what is now known as Rutland and Wesl Rutland. 

Il was generally believed thai the situation al Center 
Rutland offered better advantages as the site for the village"! han 
did Main Street in the East Parish, and it is probable that if the 
land owners in Center Rutland had not priced their land too high, 
the larger business center of the county would be loc ated m thai 

point . 

Great ijuanlilies of wheat were sent (o oitt-of-sl ale markets, 
and the best corn mills in the county were located on Otter Creek. 
In the town was a printing office, atid oil mill, a manufactory of 
nails, a hat manufactory, and a large brewery, li was said that 
every material needed for building except glass and pain) were 
made here. Potash and pearl ash later became important, 
commodities. 
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Rutland village (population aboui 7,(Ml()) was incorporated 
in 1847 by an Act of the Cencral Assembly, and in lS~M it was 
divided into seven wards. The village was built almost entirely 
on Main and West Si reels. The old si age coaches passed through 
Rutland from Montreal to Boston and New York, In the Center 
of the village was Federal Square (now Court Square), and on 
each side a.s mi Main Street, handsome houses drew the attention 

of travelers, 

A new period of expansion began in 1*:">0, with the adveni t>1 
the railroad. Rutland was the central railroad point, and al that 
time 1"> trains a day entered the village. The marble industry, 
Btarted in 1820, doubled and redoubled, and Rutland grew in 
commercial importance more than any other place in the State. 

The Cilv Charter was granted November 19. 1*9*2. and the 
(irst mayor was Dr. John A Mead. The City of Rutland then 
had a population of 11,700, and included about 8jg square miles.

Traffic Operations Program was completed in the Kail of 
1967 and wafi approved by the Hoard of Aldermen July 15, l'.tiiv 
The n'comiiieudal ions of the report are "designed to improve 
traffic conditions and increase efficiency Of the existing network" 
in our city. To fully implement the report, state funding will he 
necessary, and this will lie forthcoming after the ISMJW Legislature 
convenes in January. 

A total of 00 units for Senior Citizens will he ready for 
occupancy in September. We are extremely proud of this 
complex and believe it is a Significant contribution to the city. 

The Voting Machines used in the March election on a trial 
basis proved to be highly successful and the city recently pur- 
chased 100 machines! These will be placed in service for the 
September Primary election. 

This past year also saw many other significant improve- 
ments. An attractive Tourist Information Booth ID Main Street 
Park was completed. Much of the material and labor were 
donated and is a great indication of civic pride. The city is most 
appreciative. 

I am most grateful to the work accomplished by the City 
Planning Commission and its chairman. George B. Oftkman, for 
the significant contributions to our city in the past year. The 
Commission's objective is a better Rutland and it is indicative 
that through their efforts, this objective will be realized. 

In September, the voters will be asked to approve the bond 
issue for a much needed swimming pool. However, at this time 
Federal funds for the project are not immediately available, and. 
when construction can begin is uncertain. 

Through the efforts of Legislative appropriations and 
combined efforts of the But laud Lions. Rotary ami Kiwanis 
Clubs and the National (luard, the city was able to rid itself of 
some :i">0 junked automobiles. These vehicles were removed to 
the city dump where crushing equipment completed the work. 
William Binghami of the Extension Service of the University of 

Vermont, headed the project for the state in the Hutluud area. 
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Road construction will be completed soon on Granger Street 
and Franklin Street; Wood Avenue and at the intersection of 
Crescent and Baxter Streets. Hopefully, an intensive street 
repair program will be implemented in 1900 to take care of many 
other areas. Later this year the storm sewer project on Killing! on 
\ venue should be under way. 

The Civil I lefense organization for the city of Ruiland is now 
in the final phase of the Community Shelter Program. In a report 
submitted by the local Director, W. Howard Sherman, each 
lainilv will receive a detailed brochure and map explaining 
locations of bomb shelters and explanations of how to protect 
their families in case of attack. 

Effective October I. the local Social Welfare Agency will 
become an affiliate of the State Social Welfare Department 

Mrs. Martha DcPoy and Mrs. John llalpin, long and dedicated 
city employees will continue in their positions with the Slate of 

Vermont. 

We all believe in the value and need of a strong educational 
facility in our city. Those concerned with these needs have 
indicated the importance of a new and modern high school. 
Plans are now being formulated by the Board of School Commis- 
sioners, in conjunction with a firm of educational consultants. 

I am deeply appreciative of the efforts of the Board of 
Aldermen and all cil y officials and employees for their dedical ion 
and efforts in the affairs of the city during the past year. Il has 
been a sincere effort as all of us seek to make Rutland a better 
place for all our people. 1 am proud to have served you as 
Mayor.

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Rutland Free Library 

For the Year Ending June 30, 1968 

To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Midland: 

It is a pleasure to present my fifth annual report aw the 
Director of the Rutland Free Library. To me these, five years 
have been synonymous with the new addition to the library 
building and with the extensive and numerous improvements to 
the old building and to the library grounds. 

Indeed, planning for all this began with the announcement 
of Mr. Lawrence's building fund gift in January. li>(>4, while in 
mid-summer of 19(iS improvements continue to he worked 
through, both inside the library and with the sandblasting of its 
exterior. 

Building Projects 

Among the improvements made on the grounds of the 
library during the past Spring were the plantings of bushes done 
by the Rutland Carden Club, enhancing the appearance of tlx 1 
wings of the new addition. Other projects included the planting 
of two young maple trees, the feeding and pruning of several 
other trees, and a stump removal operation. Installation of 
photoelectric lighting was made in the area bordering on the new 
library wings. 

Refurbishing inside the library continued. New carpeting 
was laid in the reference room, in tlx' middle wing card catalog 
area, anil behind the adult circulation desk. New card catalog 
cabinets replaced the old eases. Additional shelving was found 
to be necessary in the new office-workroom. Shelving for record 
albums was added in the Children's Department. 

Renovation of the Library Director's Office has begun. Thus 
far a lowered ceiling with translucent light panels, new paint and 
paper, ami a baseboard heating system have contributed to an 
atmosphere which is more modern and inviting to visitors and 
which also is more efficiently heated during the colder mouths. 

The lirst step toward the development of a functioning Ma IT 
room in the basement was taken with the installation of a 
window exhaust fan. Further work on this Staff Room project 
is anticipated. 

Paintings loaned to the Rutland Library by Mrs. Robinson 
E. Keyes now lend warmth to the Lawrence Reading Room. 
This room, in addition to being the location for the Library 
Association's Annual Meeting, on two occasions served audiences 
of chamber music and harpsichord music presented by members 
of the Vermont Symphony Orchestra. 
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Materials Collections 

We continue to build a bdot; collection while hearing in mind 
the goal of serving long range in I crest s of library put runs a.- well as 
catering to the borrowers' tastes of the moment. This applies bo 
both adult and children's resources along with the general 
reference collection and the Vermont Historical materials. During 
the past year the purchase and binding of a quantity of older 
historical material made it necessary to rearrange and to expand 
the Vermont Room collections into the adjacent annex room. 

Examples of new titles added to the general reference 
collection during the past year are Barron's Profiles of American 
Colleges. Ciuide to American Craduate Schools, Dictionary of 

Sociology. Reader's Encyclopedia <>f the Arts, Handbook of 

W orld History. Who's Who in American Politics, lieuti-r's Guide 
to the Xew Africans, Dictionary of English and Welsh Surname-, 
Art of Ancient (S recce and Home. Encyclopedia of World Litera- 
ture in the Twentieth Century. Concise (iuide to Library 
Research, The New Language of Politics. Funk A Wagnalls 
Modern (iuidc to Synonyms, Larousse Encyclopedia of Animal 
Life, Praeger Encyclopedia of Ancient (ireek Civilization, 
Imperial Collection of Auduhon Animals, and Dictionary of 
American Slang. 

A new service for readers with sight problems was initiated 
with the beginning Of a library collection of large type reading 
materials, These include recent best selling hooks, classics, 
general works, and a subscription to the New York Times Large 
Type Weekly, The gift of Dr. Emilie M. Perkins helped get this 
underway. Thus far all of the age groups from teens to the 
elderly have utilized these large type materials. 

The addition of over 4,">(K) new books and records to the 
li in land Free Library during calendar UNIT demonstrates that the 
library collection is growing at a very healthy pace. Of comple- 
mentary importance, of course, along with the materials which 
any library has to offer are the library's stall who make these 
materials available and who assist the public in their use 

Library Staff 

Replacing cataloger Kay Kai Lee who moved to Massachu- 
setts to be with her husband w;is Daniel .J. Weine, a graduate of 
the Eniversity of Michigan Library School, Mr. Weine did his 
undergraduate work at the Eniversity of Vermont and also holds 
a Master's Degree in Education from Harvard. His ability and 
training make him a definite asset to the library. 

Rutland has lacked a Children's Librarian since July, l'Mili, 
and In ipcfully will be successful eventually in its efforts to compete 
with other libraries for a qualified individual. 

Continuing in their familiar staff roll's this year were Mrs. 
Frances Carroll, Miss Vivian Hewitt. Miss Marjoric Loveland. 
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Mrs. R. (iale Spaulding, Miss (ioldic Jenkins, and custodian 
George Myers. Summer assistants in the adult and children's 
departments, respectively, were Ralph Peters and Thomas Field. 
The Misses Irene Francis and Josephine Rosmus again attended 
to the library bookkeeping and other financial matters. 

Staff Benefits 

Contributory retirement and health insurance plans were 
worked out and put into effect in the interests of the staff, 
affording them the opportunity of participating in these fringe 
benefits starting this year. 

The li ul land Daily Herald continued to give excellent 
publicity of the library's programs, activities, and new book 
acquisitions. Mr. Wilbur Braader arranged for various uses of 
the display case, (lifts of money and books were received from 
friends of the library. Tours of the library were made by Head 
Start groups and various school classes throughout the year, as 
well :is during National Library Week anil National Book Week.

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Water Pollution Control Plant 

To the Mayor and City Council, 
Rutland, Vermont: 

Gentlemen: 

I hereby submit to you the annual report of the Water 
Pollution Control Plant for the year ending June 30, H)(is. 

This year our sludge pit was enclosed in a new cinder block 
building which included electric heat and a ventilator. This 
building is very much appreciated by the employees, who, before 
it was built, were subject to all kinds of weather conditions when 
drawing sludge. 

A total of 1,90(>.(>">0,000 gallons of sewage and storm water 
was processed. This amount could be greatly reduced with the 
separation of the storm and sanitary sewers. It is our hope 
that sometime in tiie future this separation of the sewer system 
can be accomplished. 

Over 140 cubic yards of grit and several hundred pounds of 
rags, bottles, cans, brick and stone were removed from the 
system. 

Fourteen thousand pounds of chlorine were used and this 
amount satisfied the State of Vermont in its required amount to 
add to waste water before emptying into Otter ('reck. 

I I was our pleasure to have 360 boys and girls from the 
surrounding camps visit our plant during the summer and have 
us explain to them the operation of our plant. About 30 students 
from the Rutland High School and Castletoii State College also 
visited our plant, together with -Hi adults. We are always more 
than pleased to have people visit our plant. 

Our thanks to Mayor Harold J. Nichols, members of the 
Board of Aldermen and the employees for their cooperation 
during the past year.

Gentlemen : 

1 herewith submit the annual report of the Department of 
Public Works for the year ending June 30, 196S. 

The work performed by the personnel in the Department of 
Public Works is both varied and broad. A breakdown of the 
various areas of work and what has been accomplished in each is 
listed below: 

Sanitation 

The City is in need of a sewer system in which the storm 
sewers are separaled from the sanitary sewers. Many of the 
complaints received and the problems encountered were a result 
of storms which produced a need for more capacity than is 
available in the sanitary sewers. This is also reflected in the 
report of the Sewage Disposal Plant. 

The Department of Public Works has the responsibility for: 
the construction and maintenance of sewer lines; the installation 
of sewer connections; the installation and maintenance of catch 
basins and the installation and maintenance of culverts to 
maintain the natural drainage course. Everything is being done 
within the limits of our budget and manpower in order to provide 
the taxpayer with the best service possible in disposing of the 
sanitary waste as well as the storm runoff.

Water 

This City is forluiiale in having a water Mipply which is both 
pure and plentiful al this time. However, we cannot afford to 
be complacent in this area. Water Resources is a never eliding 
battle to keep the water we now have from disappearing and from 
any furl her eontaminat ion. 

In order In provide the City of Rutland with the purest water 
possible we maintain control of the watershed by patrolling the 
brooks, reforestation and a constant watch on I hi' building of new 
facilities which may affect our waler supply. Periodic chemical 
analysis is made of the water in the city reservoir and steps are 
taken to control both the chemical and bacterial properties of 
the water. 

We must construct and maintain waler mains in order lo 
carry the water to the customer. In doing this we must also 
install water meters; install and maintain valves and install and 
repair water services.

We are on a program of installing waler meters in the City 
of Rutland. This program was advanced this year by the 
installation of meters. 
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Nexl year we expect to start on the construction of a new 
"20" water main from the chlorine house into the City. This 
should provide more capacity to the distribution system. There 
will be an increase in water pressure in some areas. 

Streets 

We have done much work in street construction and main- 
tenance in the City of Rutland this last year. However, this does 
not preclude the need for even more work to be dune mi the city 
-i reels next year and the year after. 

During the next year I will make a survey of all the streets 
in the city and note I he physical properties and condition of each. 
This will'be a basis for ranking the streets in priority according to 
the need. 

Tlx- programs will be set up to meet the Deeds of ihe street 
system. Some streets will have to be reconstructed, others will 

need a good surface treatment, etc. This will be programmed 

i,i be done over several years and will show a dollar ligure needed 
for each year in order to keep the streets in repair al the lowest 
possible cost to the city taxpayer. 

We construct and maintain all the streets in the city; install 
and maintain sidewalks, curbs and gutters, guardrails ami 
bridges. 

We resurfaced S.."> miles i44,:>00 feet) of city streets, using 
some 51,505 gallons of asphalt. We repaved the following streets; 
Allen St reet P-'OO feet 

Porter Place 52S " 

South Main Street 2U2 " 

East Street 1"">0 " 

We provided for a belter Mow of traffic on Main Street as 
well as some additional parking in the following areas: 

Main Street. South from Kngrem Avenue smith for a dis- 
tance of 1HM) feet the roadway was 
widened on the east side 10' for f>00 ft. 
and 4' for oOO ft. 
Main Street. Smith from Mansfield Place n> Terrill St., a 
distance of 200 ft. the roadway was 
widened 8* on the east side. 
Main Street, North -from Crescent St. to High St., a dis- 
tance of 150 ft. the roadway was 
widened 8' on the east side. 
In doing this work we extended the drainage system, 
installed new catch basins, relocated curbing, constructed addi- 
tional roadway by providing a base of bank-run gravel paved 
with 3" bituminous concrete. This conforms with the main 
portion of the roadway.

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River Street Bridge was under const ruction for the full year 
and is expected to lie completed liy November 1, 1 litis. 

We used 797 tons of cold patch to maintain the streets in 
the City of Rutland. 

New sidewalks were installed at various locations, totaling 
some 840.5 feet. 

New curbs were installed at various locations, totaling some 
92K.fi feet. 

During the winter an important function is to plow, sand and 
salt our city streets; plow sidewalks and sand where applicable; 
remove snow from the downtown area and keep sand boxes tilled 
at strategic locations. In performing this work we used IlifiO 
tons of salt and l!24(i Ions of sand. 

Waste Removal 

The Department of Public Works is responsible for the care 
and maintenance of the city dump: sweeping and cleaning of the 
streets; picking tip of the leaves in tlx 1 fall and cutting of grass 
and brush. This year in our Clean I'p Week campaign we 
collected -SI..") loads of debris. 

Other miscellaneous projects we have are to manufacture 
and install st reel name signs, 1 he set ting up of election booths, the 
maintenance of I lie City garages and w arehouses and various 
projects for other agencies. This year we replaced 143 street 
name signs. Fifty-six of these were in the southwest area of the 
city where all the signs were pulled off the posts. 

We mowed six private lots at the reipiest of the Health 
( Hlicer. 

Trees 

We have tried to maintain the esthetic beauty of our city 
by properly caring for our trees. This includes removing those 
trees with Dutch Kim disease, the removal of dead trees, the 
Spraying and pruning of healthy trees and the planting of new 
trees (mostly maple) to replace those removed.

We sprayed over I li(K) trees in the city and planted 7"> new trees 
to replace those removed. 

Engineering and Administration 

The engineering and administrative personnel in this 
department perform a valuable and necessary service. Foremost 
is the area of public relations. These people probably have a 
closer contact with the taxpayer than any other city employee. 
This is a great responsibility and must be handled properly. 
The personnel in this department do a good job in this respect.

information regarding road conditions; the preparation and 
revision of maps and records, as well as keeping detailed accounts 
of all expenditures incurred by this department and all records 
for payroll purposes.

Rutland Police Department for the fiscal fear July 1. 1967 to 
June 30. [968. 

The department lias a Chief of Police, one Captain, one 
Lieutenant, four Sergeants, twenty-one regular patrolmen, one 
recruit patrolman, one meter repair man, trallic bureau clerk, 
seven school crossing guards, and twenty-five active special 
officers. Three meter maids will lie assigned to full time duty 
within the next month. It will still be necessary to add at 
least three patrolmen in the near future in order to continue to 
provide the present service. 

A complete reorganization of the department was effected 
August 11, 1!I0S which provided for reassignment of all personnel 
and the rotation of shifts. A complete set of rule- and regulations 
was initiated, outlining department policy, rules and regulations 
and duty assignments. 

During the past year two members retired. Clayton Peer 
after 44 years of service and Fdwin Small after 2o years of 

service, 

Two new regular members were appointed to the force. 
William Chapleau and Fdwin Hall. Roth of these men attended 
the required Law Fnforcement Training School in June. 

New Fquipment being purchased includes a video-tape 
recording system, radar, pavement line remover and sight-sound 
projector, as well as other badly needed standard equipment. 

A substantial improvement in collection of lines and motor 
vehicle law enforcement will be noted in the attached tables. 

The approval of the "TOPICS" program and its implement a- 
t ion should go far 1o improve trallic patterns and safety in the 
City. This program has been long overdue and can now be 
accomplished with very small expense to the City. 

This has been a very active year in the department with 
many changes and improvements. The cooperation and assist- 
ance of Mayor Nichols and the Board of Aldermen has been 
greatly appreciated in bringing this about. My thanks also to 
all City Officials and everyone for their cooperation, encourage-

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Several dog bites were investigated. There were no cases of 
Rabies, 

The annual free inoculations and vaccinations to immunize 
children against Diphtheria-Tetanus and Smallpox were done in 
March and April. A total of "I'Jt't children received ihi> protection. 
Drs. Ryan, Smith and Bealc, ably assisted by Mrs. MH 'oi muck, 
Miss Burke, and Mrs. Plumer. school nurses, carried out this 
program. 

In October free immunization shots for Influenza were 
ottered to all City employees. Sixty-six employees availed 
themselves of this opportunity to receive this protection. 

In our opinion these are worthwhile projects. This depart- 
ment urges all who are qualified to take advantage of these 
clinics. 

A total of 3li."> samples of water from the City's taps were 
sent to the Bureau of Laboratories, Vermont Department of 
Health in Burlington, for analysis. Thirty-six samples showed 
evidence of contamination. This department again wishes to 
thank the water department for their excellent control work on 
the water shed and at the reservoir, especially Mr. Harry and 
Holla Jasmin. 

Samples of water were also >cni to Burlington from i he 
Swimming Pool during its operation. Contamination did occur. 
However, with the help of the Stale Department of Health, 
corrective measures were taken ami no cases of illness were 
reported. 

Many nuisance complaints were investigated. Several 
plumbing inspections were made. 

In closing I would like to express my appreciation for the 
courtesy and co-operation that I have received from the Mayor, 
City Council. City KlnploVce.-. Stale Board of Health. School 
Nurses, and the parents and physicians of the City of Rutland.

\\" < -1 1 .- 1 i-t ■ . iiiht an integral part of Rutland City Administra- 
tion) is now in the phasing mil stage. 

As a result of the passage of the Social Welfare Hill in 
April 1907. the Vermoni State Welfare Department is gradually 
assuming all Welfare costs. On .January 1. HMiS. State payment 
of most drug expenses became effect ive and in April I he City was 
relieved financially with the advent of the Medicaid program. 
The resultant saving to the City during the past year was 
approximately S.Ki.OOO. As of ( >ctol>er I. l'.ms I he State will have 
absorbed till aid to needy and our '207 year old Welfare depart- 
ment will be eliminated. 

The monthly distribution of government surplus commodi- 
ties aided over (i.lO needy individuals in lint land. On July 1 of 
this year, distribution of the Federal Surplus food was abolished 
in favor of the fond Stamp program administered by the State 
of Vermont. This program will aid well over '201)0 liuilaiid 
residents. 

During the fiscal year 19(17-68, the City Welfare 1 )eparl meat 
gave assistance to over .100 persons at a COS! of SI 17,'27(>.N9. The 
major port ion of this expense was for hospital eare. 

Reimbursements to the City Welfare Department totaled 
$43,517. 09. This sum was diverted to the City (ieneral Fund. 

1 wish to express my deep gratitude to Miss Catherine Walsh 
for her invaluable assistance in the administration of the. Welfare 
Department and Mrs. Martha DePoy for aid and counsel 
rendered to me alter she left the employ of the City.

1 hereby submit the Annual Report of the City Attorney for 
ilu' fiscal year looT-ious. The year baa been an exceptionally 

busy inic from the standpoint (if this office and since it would DC 
impossible for space reasons in include :i description of all of the 
municipal activities in which I have become involved, I shall try 
herein to cover only the highlights of the past year. 

Undoubtedly, the greatest milestone of this period was the 

adoption of the Revised Ordinances of Rutland l!H>7 on 
1 )ecenil>er IN, I!)(i7. This was the (list complete revision since 
1923 ami was the work product of many hours of research and 

drafting on the part of several people, most notably Alderman 

Craigue 8. Perkins and former City Attorney Arthur K. Crowley. 
Jr. I wish to stress the importance of this revision for it now 
enables both city officials and citizens alike to know or ascertain 

the "law" of the City, something that was close to hopeless for 
more than a decade prior to itMiT. My experience in tying the 

bow on this project of several years duration and specifically in 
researching for and prepaiing the City Attorney's statement 

that was required to accomplish this revision has led me to three 

indelible conclusions: (1) The City must never again allow the 
organization and substance of its ordinances to deteriorate to 
the extent reached prior to ItMiT. Particular care must betaken 
in the drafting of ordinances and amendments and the placing 
of such additions within the present R.O.R. framework. This 
will make the job of later revisionists much simple! and. more 
important, will keep the law available to the public. (2) The P.iii7 
Revision did not effect a complete updating of OUT ordinances 
as some might believe. Rather, It Compiled them into IS new 
framework and. in the process, discarded clearly obsolete portions 
of our old law . However. I lie job of updating still remains to be 
done and work on this task must not be overlooked in favor of 
seemingly other more important city activities. (3) Since 
knowledge of the law of our City is now readily available to 
everyone in the form of the latent revision, ignorance of the law 
can HO longer be a justifiable excuse for noncompliance. A much 
more strict enforcement of the ordinances may be expected by 
I he citizen- and 1 hope and trust that this will be accompanied 
by i much more healthy respect lor the law nl the t ity t ban ma\ 
have existed prior to lilfiT.

The River Street Bridge Project and the acquisition of the 
necessary easements therefor continued to be a major problem 
for this office. The City was successful in acquiring the following 
easements: (1) Raphael and Maria Napolitano N4 square feet 
for $100.00 and tree removal; (2) The Rutland Corporation and 
Philip .). Levin .*>,909 square feel given free of charge; (3) Abel's 
Tire Corporation 292 square feet for agreement re use of land 
next to bridge; (4) Waller and Margo Gartner 3,44") square feet 

for $5,000.00; (.">) State of Vermont and Vermont Railway. Inc.— 

3,47<> square feet for $120.00; ((>) Charles W. GuUwiller— 
5,100 square feet for $3,<>00.00. The City was unable to acquire 
an easement consisting of ,"iS7 square feet from John J. and 
Yolanda R. Welch. However, with an alteration in the bridge 
design, the State was able to commence construction in Hie spring 
without the necessity of acquiring these Welch lands. 

This office was also busily engaged in land acquisition 
projects for other municipal purposes. Lands of Tuttle Law 
Print, Inc. were purchased and options from Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph P. Muscatello and Mr. and Mrs. Francis L. Jasmin were 
obtained in connection with the proposed new high school. 
Similarly lauds were purchased from Mrs. Agatha LaVoice for 
the expansion of Northeast School and options obtained from 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Manney and Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Sloeker 
for the expansion of Dana School and Lincoln School respec- 
tively. In addition, numerous casements were obtained for 
sewer and water lines in connection with the Public Works 

Project. 

That the City Attorney is becoming increasingly involved 
with administrative proceedings can be seen from activities in 
this urea (hiring the past year. Dangerous Huildiug. Police 
Removal. I'nion Grievance and Tax Appeal proceedings con- 
sumed a great deal of my time. From my experience in this field, 
I suggest that the necessary steps be taken to shift the quasi 
judicial function of the City Council to some other admin ist rat ive 
agency or the courts because of the difficulties inherent in present 
procedures such as the dual role of the City Attorney acting as 
both advocate and advisor to the ruling body. 

For the first time to my knowledge the legal department has 
participated i» negotiations with the Public Works Department 
Union with the aim of bringing about a more modern and 
definitive union contract. These negotiations are still continuing 
at the present time. 

One of the most obvious tasks facing the City after comple- 
tion of the Ordinance Revision was a study and revision of 
the City Charter. The need for such a project has become 
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increasingly apparent in recent years. Siieh a study has been 
undertaken by Alderman I'erkins anil myself. Meeting mi a 
weekly basis a substantial a an unit of progress lias been made to 
dale hut by virtue of the size of the task it is likely to be more 
than two years before tbifi dream can Come tn fruition. 

A- usual the major job of 1 1 it- City Attorney lias been to 
render opinions on legit] questions covering the entire spectrum 
of tlie City's activities. Most impniiani in this last year have 
been those involving bonding, elections, contracts, the TOPICS 
Program and highway acceptance procedures. 

This office has also assumed a greater role in I be drafting of 
instruments affecting the City such as contracts, deeds, petitions, 
resolution- ;ind proposed ordinances. A procedure whereby I he 
City Attorney participates in the preparation of proposed 
ordinances and important resolutions before final presentation has 
been established and is beneficial in my belief. 

hooking to the future the acquisition of easements for the 
new water line is the most important project facing this office. 
A i)tg stall has been made already in preparing for this (ask but 
the major work remains to be done. In closing I think that this 
has been a most progressive year for the City of Rutland and 
I wish to l hank all those citizens and city officials who have made 
my part in this progress so much easier.

The number of offenses which I have prosecuted as (Irand 
Juror continues to rise dramatically in my fourth term in that 
office. 

I prosecuted NL'S cases during the past year, as compared lo 
.">()."> cases the previous year. An interesting comparison is that 
my predecessor prosecuted '277 oases in 1964, only four years ago. 
Tbfi Rutland Police Department report details the nature and 
breakdown of the convictions. 

The increase in the number of offenses prosecuted is another 
rejection that a full-time proseciiior is able lo provide the 
residents of the City with better service. The Rutland Board 
of Aldermen is presently studying a revision of the city charier, 
and one of I he proposals is to abolish I he olfice of (Irand Juror. 
As a result of my four years experience. I would concur in the 

recommendation that the office of Grand Juror be abolished, 

Rutland County used to have a part-lime State's Attorney, 
and Rutland ("uy used to have a part-time Grand Juror. The 
Legislature ha- now provided the County with a full-time Slate's 
Attorney and a full-time assistant Slate's Attorney. There seems 
to be no question but what these (wo officials are able to handle 
all prosecutions within the County more efficiently than by 
having prosecutions emanate from two separate offices. 

In addition t" the cases prosecuted, your Grand Juror also 
devoted a great deal of time during the past year to advising 
residents of the City on a large number of domestic and other 
problems, brought delinquent and dependent children before the 
Vermont .Juvenile Court, and assisted the Mayor and Hoard of 
Aldermen with a number of investigations and reports. 

I appreciate the cooperation I have received from the 
Rutland City Police, the Rutland County Sheriff, the Vermont 
Stale Police, and all officials and residents of the City who have 
assisted nie during the past year. It has been a privilege to serve 
the residents of Rutland as (irand Juror during the past four 
years.

Herewith submitted is a report i>f the City Clerk and 
Purchasing Agent for the period from 1 July l!><>7 to .'{() June lyfiN. 

This, my first year in office has been a very busy and challeng- 
ing one. The litities of this office as governed hy Vermont 
Statutes and our Charter and Ordinance* are increasing constantly. 

If I were to choose the most important accomplishment 
affecting t he office of city clerk this past year I would not hesitate 
to select the Revision of Rutland City Ordinances. This task 
could not have been in better hands than tlmsc u | Aldermen 
Perkins, his Charter and ( )rdi nance Committee and City Attorney 
John Hansen. The many hours of study of the ordinances by 
these gentlemen came to fruition with the printing necessary for 
many of the ordinances on December '21, MJliT and effective date 
of the Revised Ordinances of Rut hind on January 17, 19HS. 
It must also be noted the great amount of study by Mayor 
Nichols, the Hoard of Aldermen and department heads needed to 
complete this huge undertaking. 

During the course of this past year changes have been made 
both in the physical layout of the office and systems so necessary 
to keep up with neighboring communities and states. 

In March of this year the City of Rutland first used a 
recording device for voting. This IRM method proved must 
successful iii assuring fast and accurate reporting and tabulation 
of votes in all elections to come. We must express our apprecia- 
tion to the Central Vermont Public Service Company for use of 
their valuable computing equipment as a public service to the 
city. 

A giant step was taken in the refunding of many old birth, 
death, and marriage records as well as recovering many land 
records. There is much more to be done to fulfill our duty to 
preserve the records of our city both past and present. Micro- 
filming is playing an important part in this program. The 
microfilming process installed in llHiS by past city clerk Henry P. 
Rattles is in use constantly and will be used even more in the 
near future. 
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The most up to date copying machine available is an 
important part of this office and further is used by all other 
departments to expedite the many functions of any municipality. 

Revenues this past year showed some increase as is noted 
elsewhere in this report. Anticipated revenues will increase with 
compliance with the new revised ordinances on building permits 
and most city licenses. We will soon be deriving increased 
revenue from fees for Hunting and Pishing Licenses as approved 
by the legislature. 

Our daily so-called "office counter transactions" have 
increased greatly with the need for many notary sealed instru- 
ments, copies of births, death anil marriage certificates, voter 
registration, etc. 

Needless to say the office of city clerk appreciates the kind 
cooperation of all other departments. 

This office as well as most in City Hall is badly in need o f 
more working space. With the cooperation of Mayor Nichols 
this problem is being studied and with the departure of Fire 
.Station 1 to its new home it is hoped additional space will be 
allocated. 

1 would like to express my sincere appreciation to the 

faithful employees of this office in nay first year M City ( lerk. 

Their knowledge of all phases of the" duties of city clerk make 
tin' load lighter and the atmosphere more cheerful. 

In closing I would like to express mv deep appreciation to 
His Honor, Mayor Nichols and members of the Hoard of Alder- 
men for their appreciation of the needs and work of the office this 
past year.

This thirty-second in the scries of annual reports submitted 
to the people of Rutland City presents tabulations for the 
calendar year 19(17. You may note a reduction in some or all 
categories of charges assessed your community. This is due 
primarily to passage of the Welfare Act by the 1 0(57 session of (lie 
Legislature and iti particular by its elimination of town sharing in 
programs administered by the Department of Social Welfare. 
Charges assessed your community were for goods and services 
received by the recipients prior to July I. 1967. On those 
provided after this date there was no local participation. 

In the Department of Social Welfare's program of assistance 
to the aged, blind or disabled 30 r < of the costs of hospital and 
physician services, as well as the excess over S.sO.OO per month in 
Nursing Home Care, were assessed against the town of settlement 
of the recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by 
your community during the past year for each of these types of 
care were as follows: 

Nursing Home Care $20,334.90 

Hospitalization Services $N,.">04 vj 

Physician Services So 12. 10 

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in 
the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children was at 
the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred 
for the care of Committed Children were borne equally by the 
local and state agencies. Charges assessed against your commun- 
ity for the former amounted to $t>,9.">.7li and for the latter 
SI. 212.97 for t he year just closed. 

During 1W7 assistance was granted to 3(17 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged. Blind or Disabled pro- 
gram. Direct money payments to these persons were financed 
entirely out of the state-federal funds. Among the other programs 
financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, 
Adoption Services, and Medical Assistance. While no town-by- 
town records are compiled for these categories, their benefits were 
available to all qualified residents.

ACTIVITIES 

Spring and Summer 

With the happy and carefree days of summer rolling around, 
t he depart men! once again made ready its Summer Playgrounds. 
In addition to White, Meadow Street. Rotary Field, and Haven- 
wood, a new playground was opened at Northwest due to the 
requests of many parents in that area for a supervised program. 
Arts and Crafts, Scavenger Hunts, Pet Parades and Contests are 
just a few of the events enjoyed by the city youngsters. High- 
lights included Cold Rush Day, Hobo Show, Pirate Day and the 
final conclusion to the playgrounds' summer round of events was 
Olympic Day, held at Rutland High School Field. 

The Junior Basketball League for boys 13-17 was again in 
full swing. The league was composed of six teams, champions of 
which were the "Bullets" with a .VI standing. 

Twelve teams in each league made up the men's City and 
Recreation Softball League. In the Round Robin Recreation 
Tourney. Franklin Motors defeated the County Bank and in the 
City League it was Ml. Holly over the Palms. 

The Mighty Mite Baseball Program was again taken 
advantage of by sports minded hoys from 7 to !» years of age. 
Top team in the Northern division was the Red Sox and in the 
Southern division it was the Braves. 

The Summer Basketball League for high school boys from 
surrounding areas was conducted evenings at White Playground. 
The Red Raiders took first place in the League with a 3s-3fi win 
over the Remnants. The Rutland All Stars again topped the 
Burlington All Stars for the third year in a row. 

In the Midget League, for boys 10 to 12 years of age. it was 
the Kiwanis for the second year in a row in the Southern division 
and in the Northern division it was the Flks. 

The Swimming Pool opened the 11th of June, later than 
usual due to a break in an underground power cable line. City 
youngsters swarmed the overcrowded pool in an attempt to 
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cool off on those hot, muggy days. Lessons were conducted each 
weekday morning for two separate four week sessions-. Classes 
included lessons for children from beginners to Senior Life 
Saving in which approximately 14,01)1) youngsters participated. 
Another 45, 178 i"ok part in Recreation Swimming. Achievement 
day was held for those Pd swimmers who passed their final tests 
and were awarded a Red Cross certificate. Splash Parties wen- 
held Thursday evenings from MM)- 10:00 p.m. for teens only. 
Our Swim Team had a 2 and .'i record and placed oth in the 
Twin State Championships. Showing great potential for the 
team this year was Diane Johnson. The City Championships 
were held in which 86 swimmers participated. Climax of the 
season was the Water Carnival "Turn Around." 

Our Summer Picnic Loan Service was taken advantage of !>y 
many area residents who sought the invigorating exercise of 
horseshoes, badminton, tenuis, volleyball, and other such outdoor 
sports equipment. 

The Summer Block Dances came to life on June 21 at White 
Playground, D.J.'s and live hands were featured for the enjoy- 
ment of area teens. 

Tenuis Lessons were conducted at the newly renovated 
Rotary field Tennis Courts for both women and children, under 
the direction of Rick Smith. A Men's Doubles Tourney was held 
in which Alan Kennedy and Lou Spindell cruised to an easy (i-l. 
(i-'J victory over Terry Allen and Gene Poplawski. A mixed 
Doubles Tourney was also held September 1<> ami 17. 

The llt(i7 Vermont Antique festival was conducted through 
the cooperation of the Chaffee Art (iallery and the Recreation 
Department. Thirty-five dealers displayed their wares for the 
public's inspection. The show, a lesson in the taste and practi- 
cality of early Americana, ranged from displays of fine silver to 
collections of rut glass. An An Show also sponsored by the 
Chaffee Art (Iallery was held in Main Street Park. 

A fifth and sixth grade boys' Spring Softball League, was 
mil iated for the first time this year under the guidance of William 
Reardon, Jr. The Program proved to be a popular one and will 
become an annual event.

The Third and fourth grade flag football League consisted 
of six teams, (lames were held afternoons at Rotary Field. The 
"Browns" were the undefeated champs of the league. In the 
fifth and sixth grade league, i he '*( filers" topped the "Jets" 14-13 
for the title. Their games were played Saturday mornings at 
Rotary Field. 
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As a prelude to the Halloween Parade a mysterious "Miss 
Jacqueline O' Lantern" preyed Upon the city leaving clues to her 
identity in such place- as |)r. Atkins' office, the Chaffee Art 
(iallery and McClallen's Lunch Counter. Speculation was put 
to an end when Miss ()' Lantern was unmasked Halloween night 
OS Miss Lnev Doane. well known to Rutland students as t heir art 
supervisor. Leading I he parade was Miss Crystal Trepanier of 
West Rutland, crowned as this year's "Pumpkin Princess." 
following were a friendly invasion of spirits, goblins, floats and 
other mysterious objects not usually seen in the Rutland down- 
town area. A "Poster Contest" for junior and senior high school 
students replaced the annual window painting contest. The 
posters were displayed in the merchants' window fronts. 

The Senior Citizens hold their weekly meetings each 
Wednesday, at the Recreation Center. Their activities consist 
of parties, games anil informal gatherings. This year's annual 
Governor's Day Picnic was held in Woodstock. Vermont in which 
a large delegation of Rutland members participated. 

The Skating Rinks opened up this year on January l> to 
begin a full season of seven days and nights of activity. The 
liinks me: Rotary f ield. White, and Meadow Street. 

Our Square Dance Club held Sal unlay evening dances at the 
Center from September through August featuring such well 
known callers as Red Bates, Dave 1 1 ass and Bill Starr. Lessons 
were conducted Tuesday evenings under the watchful eye of 
Jim Ford.

Two six week sessions 
were held this year at Rotary Field for both the beginner and 
advanced dog.

under the capable guidance of Henry Vergi, the Rutland Couni ry 
Club Coif Pro. ( loll' Movies were also shown each and every 
Wednesday evening at the Center featuring mat (dies beiween 
toj), well-known players. 

Fifty-tWO families benefited from our Christmas Toy Project. 
The Department would like to thank those citizens who so 
willingly donattd toys that were in good condition or those that 
gave new toys. We would especially like to thank the Cub 
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Scouts of Northeast, tin- Cub Scouts of Christ the King and the 
employees of the National Grange for their large contributions. 
S:nit:i Clans mailboxes were set up in our area schools ami every 
child thai wrote received a return letter from Santa. Our Holiday 
schedule included ping pong tourneys, a foul and set shooting 
contest, a volley hall tourney and pool tourney. The Holiday 
Basketball Tourney was won by the "Cranes." The Recreation 
Department and the Rutland Jnycecs co-sponsored a Christmas 
Lighting Contest which olTered prizes in three divisions a) Rest 
complete home lighting, b) Best lighting in doorway area, and 
c) Most unusual lighting scheme. A special Christmas Party was 
held December H> at the Recreation Center featuring Christmas 
Movies. Ropcorn and soda were served mid Christina- Carols 
sung. 

The Department is associated with the Marble Valley Bridge 
Club. Making use of the Recreation Center Rooms are the 
Home Demonstration Club, Women's Club, (larden Club, 
Downtown Athletic Club, Area Jaycecs, The Fotid Supervisors 
Course, Alateen Club, Raretltfl Without Part tiers Club, and The 
"Alter Care Group" from the Rutland Mental Health Service, 

The Rutland family Campers Association now maintains 
1(1") members. At the annual Camping ami Sports Equipment 
Show, t hirly-hve of our members displayed equipment along wit h 
fourteen dealers. The club has "Kainpers Kapers" which is a 
monthly publication giving reports on the monthly meetings and

Through this program 
sad the Basement Shelter Program which was conducted by the 

1". S. Bureau of the Census we have located a sufficient number r»f 
spaces for the protection of the entire population of the City of 
Rutland from nuclear fallout. This was accomplished through 
the generosity of various merchants and manufacturers in 
donating their valuable space as a public service to the people of 
Hut land. 

I pon the completion of the Community Shelter Program 
each family in the City of Rutland will receive a brochure which 
includes a map of the City, the location of various shelters 
allotted to their section of the City, also, gem-nil instruction- as 
to how tit protect their families in their own homes. 

Our staff consisting of 23 volunteer chairmen actively 
participated in two drills, one of which was sponsored by the 
State of Vermont civil Defense staff from Montpelier. The other 
was conducted by the Cniversity of Vermont Civil Defense 
Program. This drill was observed by personnel from Region fi 1 
Civil Defense Organization of Boston. Moth of these drills were 
very well conducted and those who took part did their job verv 
well. 

We are VWfy confident that we have an organinat ion thai will 

prove its worth to the citizens of Rutland if an emergency si Id 

arise. The City of Rutland is indebted to these volunteer 
chairmen who have given much of their time in the pasi year 
toward the perfection of their various responsibilities.

During the present fiscal year, we have increased the (band 
List of t he City of Rutland nearly One Million Dollars. This was 
accomplished in spite of ihe fact that one major industry in 
Rutland has lowered its Personal Property inventory of materials 
on hand over One Quarter of a Million Dollars; this means a loss 
in the (band List about equal to lo new homes that were 
Constructed in the past year, in Rutland, or One Third of all the 
homes that were built. 

The question of a reappraisal of the properties in Rutland 
City has been mentioned and I would suggest that an article 
should be inserled in the Warning, in the near future, to let the 
taxpayers decide for themselves if they desire to have it. I feel 
that it would benefit the Assessors if it were done in the proper 
way. 

All of the Towns and Cities in the State that have had a 
reappraisal of their properties, have had it as a result of a vole of 
the taxpayers, and I suggest that this authority be kept by the 
voters.

1 present herewith the I Wis annual financial report setting 
forth the financial position of the City 6f Rutland at the close of 
the fiscal year ended June 30. 1968. 

AS (lcl)t service requirements of the City were met promptly 
during tlic year. Serial bands totaling $241,000.00 were retired. 
Payments of 17,958.25 were als<i made on the direct reduction 
loans of the Parking Meter Fund. Combined interest payments 
on the bonded debt amounted to $f>0,239.50 of which interest 
amounting to .S3 1. IOti.00 was paid on outstanding sehtiol const ruc- 
l ion boiuis. 

GENERAL FUND: This fund is financed by revenues from 
general property and poll taxes, licenses, permits', fines, revenues 
Iroin otlier agencies, charges for current services, ami other 
miscellaneous revenues. 

I luring the focal year ended June 30, 1968, revenues actuallv 
received were $59,662.55 more than budget estimates and 
expenditures were $1 10,795.74 h-ss than budgeted appropriations. 

The Budgetary system has been an important factor in the 
City ending another year with u sizeable surplus because of a 
control of appropriations and expenditures. 

SCHOOL FUND; During the fiscal year ended June 30, Iftti-S 
revenues actually received exceeded budget estimates in the 
amount of $89,892-23 and expenditures were $42,440. IS less than 
budgeted appropriations. As at June 30, there was a surplus in 
the amount of $155.5K2.40. 

The combined balance sheet presented as Kxhibit A m 
intended to present an overall view of the financial position of 
the City as at June 30, 1969.
